FOR HPNG CHARGE 


First Assault Case from 
Feeble-minded Home in 
County's History. 


The first case of an attendant being 
brought into any Allen county court 
for striking an inmate of the feeble- 
minded home was held before Judge 
Kerr, in police court, Friday morning, 
when Gomer Casey, 24, was fined $20 
and costs and sentenced to sixty days 
at the state farm for assaulting Dexter 
Caldwell, charge of the home for more 
than twenty years. 


Dexter, who is 30 and tall and very 
thin, ran to Dr. W. J. Smith with his 
story after Casey 
had 
struck 
him 
Thursday afternoon. 
Dexter's 
lower 
lip was bleeding and he complained of 
his back in plaintive tones. 
Dr. Smith 
referred the matter to Dr. G. S. Bliss, 
superintendent of the home. 
Casey 
was dismissed as emploj'e of the farm 
Friday 
morning and then Dr. 
Bliss 
hastened to take legal action against 
the former attendant. 


No Excuse for It. 


"There Is absolutely no excuse for 
such conduct on the part of Casey," 
Dr. Bliss told the court. 
"Everybody 
knows that Dexter is harmless. 
"We 
must make an example of Casey. 
The 
men must know that they cannot abuse 
the feeble-minded patients. 
I had a 
similar case last year, but only dis- 
missed the employe. 
I will never do 
that again. 
The attendants will 
be 
punished if they strike the patients." 


When asked what was the mode of 
punishment 
inflicted on the 
inmates 
who repeatedly 
disobeyed 
rules. Dr. 
Bliss said: 


"We put them to bed. 
That is the 
most effective punishment. 
We take 
away their clothes 
and 
sometimes 
leave them 
In 
bed for 
twenty-four 
hours. 
It will cure them of 
almost 
anything. 
They never try to runa- 
way when being 
punished 
by this 
method." 


Can't Stand Teasing. 


Casey admitted in court that he had 
been teasing Dexter. 
One of Dexter's 
known weaknesses is that he cannot 
stand teasing. Dr. Bliss said. 
Casey 
had been employed at the farm two 
weeks. 
He 
said Dexter called 
him 
names and lie hit him just once. 


Dexter, who had been brought into 
court, took the stand. 
He is always 
truthful. Dr. Bliss told. 
De.xter pre- 
sented a pitiful picture in his faded 
overalls, light blue 
shirt, 
disheveled 
brown hair and his iip swollen and 
scarred. 
His voice was piping. 
He 
said Casey hit him three times and one 
blow in the back caused Dexter to lose 
his sleep Thursday night. 
He did not 
swear at Casey, he said. 


Casey was thunderstruck by his sen- 
tence, which will mean three months 
in the penal farm. 
Tears glistened in 
his eyes as he followed the station- 
master to the patrol.

It \jfaa expected that In today^i con- 
ferences the mediators would endeavor. 
to obtain concessions from both sides 
In an effort to formulate a basis of 
agreement. 
None of the mediators

was contemplated if they failed

bring the contending parties to an 
agreement.

10.—Uncle Sam 
has ordered his sleuths of the sea to 
soave the baffling mystery shrouding 
the disappearance of Mr. Tuna Albi- 
core. 


On the success of their quest for 
him hangs the fate of an Industry val- 
ued In millions. 


It is hardly thought possible that Mr. 
Alhlcore has been murdered. But he is

gone, completely and bamfoozlingly dis- 
appeared. 
One theory is that he grew 
tired of a monotonous routine of ex- 
istence from year 
to year 
and just 
pulled up stakes 
and 
hiked 
out to 
places unknown. 


But theories or not. Uncle Sam is 
mighty anxious to find Mr. Albicore's 
hiding place. If it isn't located a plen- 
tiful supply of tempting sea food will 
be lost to the world. 
You probably 
guessed right at the start—Mr. Albi- 
core is a fish and a mighty important 
fish, a species of tuna. 
He is one of 
the finest table fish known. 


During each season, until the pres- 
ent, from early June to late September 
the Pacific ocean 
off 
the 
coast of 
southern Cailifornia has been alive with 
the fish. So far this year there haven't 
been enough alblcore caught to make 
i a meal for a hungry 
fisherman. 
• 
The reason? Nobody knows. 
That's 
. what Uncle Sam is trying to find out. 
. Mr. Alblcore simply didn't come back 
i to be caught. And no one knows where 
he has gone. 
As the police say, all 
trace of him has been lost 


As a result of this disappearance, 
over 500 fishing boats are idle. 
Sixteen 
canneries are practically shut down. 
Thousands of cannery hands are out of 
jobs. 


No wonder Uncle Sam is interested. 
There's going to be a lot of trouble If 
his sea sleuths don't solve the puzzle. 


On the whole, it seems mighty incon- 
siderate of Mr. Albicore. 


It has never been defir^Jtely decided 
just where the albicore comes from. 
Now that he Is gone entirely, the mys- 
tery is doubly perplexing. It is gener^ 
ally 
supposed 
that 
the 
spawning 
grounds are somewhere south of here 
and that the 
fish 
come 
north after 
spawning to feed on sardines and squid 
off the California coast. 


Edward C. Johnson, naturalist and 
government 
ocean 
detective, 
is 
in 
charge of the investigation of the al- 
bicore niystery. 
He has an able corps 
of assistants and the steamer Albatross 
at his disposal. 


The method these men pursue is to 
catch a number of albicore, place tags 
on them and then release them to roam 
the ocean as they ilke. Cannery oper- 
atives and fishermen are notified to in- 
form the bureau of fisheries when one 
of these tagged fish is caught. 
If the 
fish contains spawn a search will be 
made 
in the vicinity 
where 
it was 
caught in hopes of locating the spawn- 
ing ground and thus locate the retreat 
of the albicore. 


"If the fish do not get farther away 
than Honolulu it is likely that we will 
hear about It when one with a tag is 
taken," said Naturalist Johnson. 
"If 
we can find out where 
the 
albicore 
comes from, the government can then 
take the necessary steps to protect the 
fish. 
We could also inform canners 
where the best banks are, providing In 
our judgment it would not work on 
injury to let canners fish on the spawn- 
ing grounds. 
If the fish spawn in wa- 
ters within 
the 
jurisdiction 
of the 
United 
States, 
protective 
legislation 
will be recommended by us if we deem 
it necessary." 


The canning of albicore is still in its 
lnfancy,havlng started 
in 
1911. 
The 
market has reached such proportions, 
however, that a $2,000,000 pack can be 
disposed of before the coming of a new 
season. 


The department of commerce is anx- 
ious to promote this new business and 
establish it on a firm footing, which 
accounts for the presence of the Alba- 
tross and Naturalist Johnson In south- 
ern waters on their quest for Mr. Albl- 
core.

THE LAW AGAINST PLOTTERS. 
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The Threatened Strike 


"Notwithstandinjg the natural growth in the demand for railway 
equipment from year to year, there were at the close of the fiscal year 
1915, 7,342 less freight ears in service and 815 less locomotives than 
were in service at the close of 1914," says the Railway Age Gazette. 
We assume that the Age Gazette's figures are correct, but no such 
condition exists today. Only Thursday a warning was issued by the 
inter-state commerce commission of a threatened shortage of cars, at 
the same time pointing out the need for close supervision of loading 
and unloading. 


The Railway Age Gazette's figures, of course, are desi-^ned to in- 
fluence the public in the present controversy between the trainmen 
and the railroad managers. Admitting that there is much merit in 
the contentions of the railroads the fact remains that the gross rail- 
way revenues for the fiscal year ending June 30 would approximate 
$3,500,000,000. 
The employes contend that with such an enormous 
income the railroads might well afford to be more liberal in the mat- 
ter of wages. 


On the other hand the railroads point out that out of every dollar 
received for freight or passenger service, 44 cents goes for wages, 
and that an increase of $100,000,000 in wages would be equal to a 5 
per cent advance in freight rates. So it would seem that in the end 
the public would have to pay the bill, which is not, however, an un- 
usual result. 


While a strike is not inevitable, we fail to see the need of it. 
Strikes are to be deplored and should be avoided. We also fail to fol- 
low Mi\ Stone's reasoning when he says that "if there is arbitration 
of this eight-hour demand and every effort is made to appoint neu- 
trals entirely free from prejudice, it is but tossing pennies to decide 
the question." By submitting the questions involved to arbitration 
the employes ought to feel no fear. If the cause of the trammcn is 
just—and we have no reason to believe that it is not—there are no 
grounds for the assumption that both sides will not get a fair deal. 


Many interesting figures are presented in the report of the in- 
dustrial census of the department of commerce at Washington on the 
condition of industry in Indiana. In 1914 the total wages paid wage- 
earners in Indiana mounted to $119,258,000. This was an increase in 
wages as compared with 1909 of $23,747,000, and of 1904 of $47,200,- 
000. The number of wage earners in 1914 in the state Avas 197,503, an 
increase as compared with 1909 of 10,519 and of 1904 of 43,329. The 
value of manufactured products in 1914 was $730,795,000, an increase 
as compared with 1909 of $151,720,000 and of 1904 of $336,841,000. 
In 1914 there were only 8,022 different industries in the state as com- 
pared with 7,969 in 1909 and 7,044 in 1904. 


It was in the automobile business that the state attained its 
greatest growth. In 1904 there were only eleven industries estab- 
lished in this particular group and only 816 wage earners were em- 
ployed, but in 1914 the number of industries had increased to eighty- 
six and the number of wage earners to 7,219. The wages paid in 
1904 amounted to only $496,000, but in 1914 these figures had jumped 
to $5,027,000. The value of manufactured products in 1904 was only 
$1,639,000, but in 1914 it was $29,390,000. The report of the depart- 
ment at Washington is an elaborate affair, giving in detail the figures 
to show the growth and decline of the various industries. These sta- 
tistics present an interesting study for the statisticians. 


5 Mr. Hughes has had much to say concerning the president's Mex- 
ican policy but instead of pointing out what he would have done un- 
der similar circumstances he is content to confine himself to things 
he would not have done.

Yet, surely, he knows by what methods Huerta became provision- 
al president, namely, as Mr. Bryan stated in a recent interview, "by 
an act of high treason, followed by the assassination of his predeces- 
sor while in his custody." And, yet, Mr. Hughes says he would have 
recognized such a man. 


Mr. Hughes told an audience in Grand Forks, North Dakota, 
Thursday, that he believed in a protective tariff that would protect 
iHem as well as the men in the factories. We had hoped Mr. Hughes 
would avoid this stereotyped expression. Still, it sounds well .to the 
farmers and does no harm. 
^ 


(Indiaitapolia News.) 


It is said that the president will ask 
congress to enact a law under which it 
will be easier than now to prevent the 
improper acquisition of knowledge of 
military and naval plans and fortifica- 
tions. 
We have learned a good deal dur- 
ing thè war of the spy system and its 
pervasiveness. 
If, therefore, there ia 
need for strengthening the laws in re- 
straint of it, congress surely will not 
refuse or neglect to pass them. But tliere 
is another matter of even greater impor- 
tance. In his address to congress last 
December 
President 
Wilson 
strongly 
urged the enactment of a statute that 
would enable the government to deal 
more effectively with the conspiracies the 
object of which was the destruction of 
powder and munitions plants. 
In some 
of these cases it was necessary to pro- 
ceed under the Sherman anli-truat act, 
and to treat the conspiracies as combi- 
nations in restraint of trade. 


That the president's recommendation 
was wise was generally admitted at the 
time he made it. 
But nothing whatever 
has beeij done about it. 
Surely it should 
not be difficult for congress to agree, and 
promptly, on a statute that would great- 
ly strengthen the government in thè 
campaign against lawless violence that 
was forced on it. 
Of that campaign the 
country knows much, but not all. There 
are men in congrcss who know a good 
deal more about it than the people do. 
Surely they Avill be glad to support the 
legislation asked for, and so greatly 
needed. •• 


We have had our Avarning, and should 
profit by it. The experience through 
which this country has passed has been 
most enlightening and instructive, but it 
will do us good only as it leads to ac- 
tion. 
Yet eight months have gone by 
with nothing done. 
There should be no 
adjournment till our laws are strength- 
ened in the interest of the peace and 
safety of the American people. If tliis 
is not good Americanism we do not know 
what is.

ANIMAL ELECTROCUTION. 


(South Bend Tribune.) 


The problem of quickly, painlessly and 
in a non-expensive manner putting to 
death the thousands of animals which 
humane societies are called upon to kill 
yearly is offered a soli^tion in their 
eleetrocixtion. 
The Boston Animal Re- 
search league has originated a unique 
device for this purpose. 


The animal stands upon a metal mat; 
above it is a metal bar to which an 
adjustable metal collar is attached. The 
collar contains a small electrode and is 
slipped over the animal's neck. 
Death 
occurs within one-half minute after cur- 
rent is turned on and is absolutely pain- 
less. 
The apparatus is simple and inex- 
pensive and has been indorsed by a num- 
ber of officials of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.

arranged in a sunny bay-window coii- 
servatory. 


The fruit huckster would be a thing 
of the past. 


Orchards would be necessary only for 
commercial 
purposes. 


Dwellers 
in 
apartments 
and 
fiats 
could solve the fresh fruit probleia by 
placing an indoor apple tree, au oraugc 
tree, a lemon tree and perhaps another 
variety or two on the window ledges. 


One could pick his choice of fruits cacli 
morning. 


Housewives could enhance the pleas- 
ure of liot cakes and coffee with a selec- 
tion of dwarfed fruit from the indoor 
family orchard. 


From meal to meal added attractions 
and noveltifes would increase the joy of 
living. 


"The successful production of dwarf 
trees that will bear fruit indoors will, 
I believe, fill a crying need in all house- 
holds," said Bach. 
"Already 1 have had 
some small success in my experiments 
in this line. 
I intend to continue until 
I have something really worth while to 
announce. 
At present 1 have a tree at 
piy ranch of this dwarf variety. 
It is 
hardly a foot high, but it has produced 
full-grown fruit." 


Bach is one of those quiet, unobtru- 
sive men, Avho spare no hard endeavor 
in their work and are content to accept 
as a reward the joy of 
accomplishing 
something of merit for the human race. 


He has already achieved four import- 
ant 
successes 
in 
fruit 
propagation. 
These valuable additions to to the food 
supply of the world he terms as "lucky 
strikes," and declares that much of what 
is being done in fruit development is 
the 
result 
of 
accident—that experts 
often seize upon the product of chance 
in bringing out new wonders. 
The gen- 
eral rule for creating new 
fruits, he 
says, 
is hybridizing 
or 
crossing 
va- 
rieties. 


He has 
developed a lemon 
that 
is 
seedless and much resembles an orange 
in shape. It was created by crossing the 
f'ureka lemon and the Bearss seedless 
lime. 


"It makes a convenient fruit for pack- 
ing," said the wizard. 


Another one of his successes is an 
olive 
one and 
a quarter 
inches in 
diameter. 
This, he admits, was the re- 
sult of an accident. 
He planted several 
Mission olive seeds and the 
seedlings 
were hybridized 
in some manner 
un- 
known to him. 


He also developed a peach that ripens 
in October and a lime with a loose skin 


"The peach is a freestone of 
large 
size 
and 
excellent 
flavor," 
he 
said. 
"And it is another accident. 
I planted 
twenty peach seedlings and the Autumn 
peach was the only one that lived. 


"The lime is the Sylhet variety and 
grows wild in India. 
The skin of the 
fruit comes off freely, making it more 
desirable." 


On Bach's seven-acre ranch near here 
are nerly 100 varieties of sub-tropical 
plants and trees, garnered from all cor- 
ners of the world. 
One of the specimens 
worthy of mention is a species of spine- 
less cactus. 


"My 
cactus 
came 
from 
Palermo, 
Italy," he said. 
"U will go forty Ions 
to the acre at six months when raised 
under 
the 
most 
favorable conditions. 
Italians tell me that it will produce 
twenty tons of fruit to the acre. 


"However, the 
commercial 
value of 
the spineless cactus has been 
greatly 
over-estimated. 
Its greatest worth 
is 
as a poultry food, 
A fine jelly can al- 
so be made from it."

ANTHONY AMENDMENT 


Passage of Measure Would 
Be Beginning of Woman's 
Suffrage Campaign. 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Woman suf- 
frage will not be achieved by the pas- 
eage of the Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment. 
That amendment is merely a 
resolution 
proposing 
a 
constitutional 
amendment, which must be ratified by 
the legislatures of three-fourths of the 
states before it becomes part of the con- 
Btitution. 


Many 
people—including 
apparently 
President Wilson—appear 
to have 
a 
wrong idea about the effect of the An- 
thony amendment. 
They talk and act 
ag if the passage of this amendment 
would eJt once give every woman every- 
where a right to go to the polls. One of 
the arguments frequently used is that 
this would be xmfair to the southern 
states and that the vote would be 
"forced" upon certain women, or even 
that negro women of the south would 
be made voters. 


The truth is very far from any of 
these assumptions. 
In the first place, 
if congress today passed the Susan B. 
Anthony amendment this m'ould merely 
be the beginning of a campaign before 
the state legislatures for ratification; a 


campaign 
which undoubtedly 
would 
continue for a number of years before 
the necessary three-fourths of the states 
could be induced to ratify. 
Even then, 
the question of women voting would be 
very much where it is at the present 
time. The states would have full pow- 
er to impose any qualifications on vot- 
ers, except the *ex qualification. In the 
south the states could make provisions 
for women voters similar to the provi- 
sions for colored men voters, namely, 
that they must have paid three years 
continuous poU tax, 
or 
as 
in other 
states, they must ba the grandchildren 
of persons entitled to vote, which, in the 
case of the negro, whose grandfather 
was in slavery, amounts to a complete 
disfranchisement of the black man. The 
Anthony amendment would not stand 
in the way of 
property 
qualifications, 
literacy tests, residence qualifications, 
or a thousand and one other restrictions 
which a state might place on the right 
to the ballot. 


The additions of this provision to the 
constitution would merely mean that 
women could not be refused the vote 
merely because they are women. 
Objections Ifot Tenable. 


In view of these facts it is almost 
inconceivable that Président Wilson and 
his close advisers should stand in the 
way of this federal amendment. 
None 
of the objections which have been made 
by the president are tenable. 
And the 
political consequences of his opposition 
are made too serious to warrant such a 
course. 


The president ordinarily is such a 
clear thinker and such a good politician 
that it is more remarkable that 
he 
should have 
allowed 
the reactionary 
Hughes and 
the 
stand-pat republican 
campaign committee to joekey him into

Lucy Bums, vice chairman of the Con- 
gressional Union, in a recent statement 
here, "we do claim that enouf{h of them 
will cast their ballots in favor of the 
federal amendment to hold the political 
balance of power in the twelve equal 
suffrage states, all of them close and 
doubtful 
and 
controlling 
ninety-one 
electorial votes."

Washington, 
D. C., Aug. 11.—This 
year's wheat crop wi t>e sulTlcient for 
the needs of home consumption and 
there will be enough left to meet nor- 
mal export requirements. 
This is the 
view of government officials who said 
today the sensational rise in wheat 
prices and a corresponding incresMie in 
the price of flour, following the gov- 
ernment's last 
report 
indicating a 
crop about two-thirds the size of last 
years, was the result of the market 
adjusting itself from a crop of "abnor- 
mal proportions to one of much small- 
er size. Experts of the department of 
agriculture estimate 620,000,000 bushels 
of wheat will be required for home con- 
sumption this year. A crop of 654,000,- 
000 bushels as foi-ecast from August 1 
conditions would leave 34,000,000 bush- 
els of this year's crop available for ex- 
port. In addition there was an unusu- 
ally large carry-over of old wheat from 
last year's crop, amounting to 160,000,- 
000 bushels.

When you see people doing and say- 
ing things that you simply cannot rec- 
oncile with their characters, you will 
often find they are fulfilling motives 
that lie hidden in their unconscious 
minds, motives that they have refused 
to accept as a part of their conscious 
life, but that still abide within them 
and influence their conduct. 
They do 
not know why they do auch things, but 
a skillful psychalogist can find out. 
He can interpret their conduct in much 
the same way that he interprets their 
dreams. 


I always illustrate the action of the 
unconscious mind by an incident de- 
scribed to me by Dr. Beatrice Hinkle, 
of New York. One of her patients, an 
ambitious young lady of 18, was taking 
college entrance examinations. 
In the 
midst of a diflicult paper she felt weak 
arid unable to write, and when S'he at- 
tempted to rise she feW to the floor 
unconscious, and after that she spent 
nine months In a wheel-chair suffering 
from paralysis. 


She was blttdrly disappointed 
that 
she could not go to college. 
That was 
th^ grief that most possessed her con- 
scious mind. 
But by assurning th^t 
there was an unconscious mind which 
felt differently about it, which in fact 
just wanted to stay home with mamma. 
Dr. Hinkle not only explained her ill- 
ness, but in the end absolutely cured it. 


So we must leai-n to realize that our 
minds contain not only what we think 
about, but also a great many other 
things—things we have for one reason 
or another refused to think about. 


A young lady came to one of the 
p'hysici^.ns in New York a while ago, 
suffering from terrible attacks of nau- 
sea and dizzy 
headaches, 
and fear. 
She was a stenographer and half the 
time she was tod sick to go to work. 
When she was not too sick she was 
afraid to gol 
She was afraid to meet 
people on the street"

becoming insane.

Such is Opinion of William 
• <! 


Marconi, the Wireless 


Inventor. 


Rome, Auff. 10.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press).—No notable sci- 
entific 
discoveries 
or 
inventions 
are 
growing out of the great war, in the 
opinion of William Marconi, the wireless 
toventor. 
In an interview with a cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press he 
•alii: 
, 


^.^-.'•f^AMfM wu inventioiM, OB th« .who|i; 


there have been no great ones that occur 
to me. 
Most, of them have been minor 
ones, or applications of knowledge pre- 
viously at our disposal, as in the case 
of poison gases, if these may be named 
at all. 
In my own fieJd there has been 
some advance in practical wireless by 
which we are now able to direct the ar- 
tillery fire of a ship by signal^ from an 
aeroplane, which has been made possible 
largely through the big improvements ivi 
aircraft. 


"The big lesson in Europe has been 
one of organization, of the .physica,! han- 
dling of l»ig material problems by the 
armies. 
I doubt if anyone before titfs 
war ever realized the meaning and value 
of railroad transportation on a large 
scale, as it is practiced in the United 
States. 
Europe, too, has learned how to 
do big industrial jobs overnight, to as- 
semble raw materials ^and turn oi^t 
needed factory products.

these war products will be of use to us 
when peace comes." 


Since the beginning of the war Mr. 
Marconi has had unusual opportunities 
for obser\'ing the parctical side of the 
war, having early put 
his 
scientific 
knowledge at the service of his country. 
As a senator of the kingdom he has vis- 
ited England, Belgium, ^ance and other 
countries, and introduced industrial ana 
shipping reforms. 
In his- capacity as 
military officer he has come into close 
relation with army and navy and given 
the benefit of his science and business 
organization knowledge to munition fac- 
tories. 
He has also perfected the army 
and navy wireless systems and i? at 
present working on a signal system 
which, it is expected, will render far 
more difliicult submarine warfare through 
the readier location and signaling of the 
preaence of such craft.

this he was .tfnable to furnish becauso 
of 'ite immediate 1 military inlpor^nee;

one of the personal inconveniences of 
this war is that I cannot continue my 
visits to the United States. 
I began my

the position of the United States. 
"1 
don't think the United States should 
ever fear any fatal, disastrous Invasion," 
he said. 
"Her seas protect her too well. 
She is too mighty a country in popula- 
tion and force to he ever conquered. 
I 
doubt if, with reasonable precaution, 
even her coasts could be injured or land- 
ed upon. The experience of this war has, 
shown how easy it is to protect a coast 
by submarines, even when the invader 
is a near neighbor. 
It is a rule that 
will work both ways. The United States 
would have vast difBculties in landing

every thinking man in Eiurope, that this 
may not be Europe'« last great war dur- 
ing this half century. 
It may have to 
be fought all over again within another 
thirty years, unless there is some way 
found of preventing future wars, of set. 
tlinit disputed, interest^ otherwise. 
. «140 not-think Italy will hUTO any 


While she has suffered severely because 
of freight rates, she has surprised all of 
her European neighbors with her eco- 
nomic resistance and with the products 
of her factories. 
She furnished Russia 
with hundreds of thousands of rifles und 
millions of cartridges recently, and she 
is sending other war material to Fnince. 
She is also manufacturing most of her 
own big guns, her heavy cannon, her 
machine gims. 


"Despite the fact that we occupy the 
soil of ancient Rome, we are a new coun- 
try politically and commercially and re- 
cent events have proved our mettle. 
I 
doubt if any cquntry is better organized 
from an engineering and transportation 
point of view than ours. When the war 
is over , Italy will go to work to build, a 
larger merchant marine and she will de- 
velop her water power for more and 
cheaper electricity." 

Concluding, thè inventor pointed out 
tl^t, thia ia the ,firat great war in w^efe 


"In early times we had sometimes 
entire countries where men, women aiKt 
children were destroyed by famines and 
epidemics in war times. 
In our own 
days the progress of science, of hygiene, 
has increased population and made im- 
possible these old methods of destruc- 
tion. 
War still remains, as the present 
conflict proves, and as a more terrible 
means of destruction than in the past, 
with the striking difference, however,

I/ESSON TEXT—n Cor. 9. 
GOLDEN TEXT—In all things I grave 
you an example, that so laboring ye ought 
to help the weak, and to remember the 
words of the Lord Jesus, that he himself 
Bald, It is more blessed to give than to 
receive.—Acta 20:35. 


Panl'a 
letters to the churcli In 
Corinth are a divine commentary upon 
church government. 
A stricter ad- 
herence to the principles enunciated 
and a clearer interpretation of those 
principles to the church of Jewis Christ 
would save us from many errors and 
heartaches. In this rich and populous 
nation the lessoU for consideration to- 
day is most vital, for It concerns one 
of the fundamental principles which 
underly the progress of mankind as 
well as the kingdom of God. 


I. Cheerful Giving (w. 1-7). One of 
the dangers assailing the early Chris- 
tian church was that of division be- 
tween the Jewish and Gentile believ- 
ers. 
One party suggested that the 
Gentiles ought to have a closer union 
with the Jews ; on the other hand, cer- 
tain Gentiles could not see the necessi- 
ty of the Jewish ceremonial, and in 
this Paul agreed with them, and there- 
fore they refused to assume any un- 
necessary burden. 'The great feasts 
at Jerusalem were crowded with pil- 
grims, both Jews and Jewish Chris- 
tians. The pilgrims were often very 
poor, and fatigue must have fostered 
diseases. Here 
then was a 
place 
where a work of ministry to the needy 
might be done with the money which 
had 
been 
systematically 
gathered 
through the weekly contributions of 
Christian believers. 
Note how skill- 
fully Paul appealed to these Corin- 
thians. He recognizes their forward- 
ness of mind and their zeal ( w . 1 and 
2, Am. R.). Most delicately does he 
compliment them upon their work, for, 
said he, "I glory In your behalf." 


He desired their collections to be a 
matter of bounty, and not of covetous- 
ness or extortion. Paul's principle of 
giving Is tliat it shall be a matter of 
free and beneficent gifts, not a matter 
of covetous greed ; not a quid pro quo. 
He says that they who sow sparingly 
shall reap sparingly. 


II. The Results of Giving (w. 8-15). 
The law of reaping according to the 
seed we sow and of reaping In propor- 
tion to the quality and quantity of thé 
seed sown is also to be supplemented 
by the law of the necessity of sys- 
tematic giving (See I Cor. 16:2). One 
of the sweetest and most cheerful and 
Inspiring promises of the Bible Is 
found in verse 8 of this section, 
;'God Is able." He Is able to make all 
grace abound and he does this "to 
the bountiful giver." 
Nothing more 
surely limits the measure of grace that 
we receive than our penurious, nig- 
gardly giving (Phil. 4:19 and context). 
This giving of grace is "in order that 
ye always having all sufficiency in all 
things may abound unto every good 
work." 
God's abundant grâce is be- 
stowed Tipon us that we may work for 
others, and live abounding, sufficient 
lives In everything. How poor Indeed 
our lives must appear when measured 
by the standard of this verse. Literal- 
ly this is "hilarious giving," God loves 
the full-souled, hilarious giver who 
gives time and money. Such giving Is 
like unto God's giving, who gave his 
only begotten son. If we sow as God 
¡provides, he will multiply the s^eed for 
sowing and Increase the fruits of our 
righteousness. If we do not sow, he 
Will cease to supply. 


This liberality will work through tis 
to others and thanksgiving to God on 
the part of those who receive (v. 11, R. 
,V.). Such giving abounds to his honor 
end glory through the many thanks- 
givings which it will occasion (Heb. 
13:15). The more we give, the more 
God will Increase our power to give, 
and In this way we will be enriched in 
everything unto all liberality (Prov. 
11:24-25). The church In Jerusalem, 
when the saints of Corinth had given 
proof by the ministration to their need, 
would glorify God for the obedience of 
the saints In Corinth and their confes- 
sion of the gospel of Christ, and also 
for thp liberality of their contribution 
unto them (v. 13, R. V.). They would 
repay their generosity with prayer (v. 
14, R. V.) and they would long after 
them by reason of the grace of God 
which was in them. 


Paul's words about our giving with 
thanksgiving to God for his unspeak- 
able gift—(See Ch. 8:9) the unspeak- 
able gift of God, Jesus Christ (John 
8:16; Rom. 8:82)—is an exhortation 
to us. Nothing should so move us to 
give to others as the thought of what 
God has given of his very best and 
iearest for us. 


The Sunday school, as the training 
school of the church, ought to give in- 
struction not alone in salvation truth 
and life teaching, but also in systematic 
giving. 
Train the children early to 
give to the church a portion of their 
substance, and they will learn to love 
;t and support It In the years to come. 
Persistent practice Is the secret of 
mastery here as In everything else. 
We say: "When a rich man dies he 
leaves all his wealth behind him." 


True, but It is also true that we 
change into the currency of the conn-, 
try to which we are going the gifta 
which we have given here.

Blazing Sun Put Blight on 
the Harvest in the 
Northwest. 


New York, Aug. 11.—Ten or 12 years 
ago there 
promise in the late spring 
of an abnormal and perhaps 
record- 
making harvest of Indian corn. 
The 
promise was not justified by the event, 
in midsummer there came scorching heat, 
some of it so great as to burn the corn, 
and this was not confined to a small 
area, but covered much of the corn belts 
of the United States east of the Rocky 
mountains. 


The managers of the railroad com- 
panies were much put out by this cli- 
matic misfortune. 
They were counting 
upon large earnings through the move- 
ment of corn, and when the sun prac- 
tically burned the corn up they realized 
that their earnings Avould greatly fall 
off. 


Weather Was Forecast. 


Not since that time have there been 
summer 
heat 
and summer 
conditions 
comparable to those which ruined much 
of the corn harvests of that year imtil 
this year. 
Some of those who consider 


themselves good weather observers, and 
forecasters as well, suspected that it 
was improbable that there would 
be 
three 
seasons 
characterized 
by 
the 
Aveather conditions which made the har- 
vests of 
1914 and 
191f> 
bountiful. 
Therefore, it was presumed that 1916 
would furnish weather far less favor- 
able to good crops tlian was the weath- 
er of 1914 and 191.5. 


These forecasts are now known to 
have been fairly correct. 
Within ten 
days or two weeks the wheat harvests 
of the Unittd States will have been 
garnered. 
While the number of bushels 
will probably be as great as 600,000,- 
000, possibly .50,000,000 more, what- 
ever the amount is, it is now known 
that the farmers will not harvest, as 
they did last year, a billion-bushel crop. 


Weather oonditions in some parts of 
the country, especially the northwest, 
have been not only nnusual, but phe- 
nomenally bad. 
Never has there been 
such a continued spell of hot weathef 
as prevailed from the latter part of 
June imtil the last day of July. 
The 
farmers began to feel excessive heat 
seven days before the end of June. After 
that the heat was not only continuous, 
but increased. 
In many cases the ther- 
mometer registered 95 degrees, and in 
the last two days of .luly it registered 
f>8 degrees, and the nights were as hot 
as the days. 


Wheat Hit Especially Hard. 


Of course, this phenomenal duration 
of continued heat in a little over five 
weeks severely impaired some of the 
crops of the northwest, and was espe- 
ciallv unfavorable to wheat. 
The dam- 


age done the growing crops increased 
rapidly, and was particularly noticeable 
during th^ last ten days of the heat 
wave. Rust spread and blight did much 
damage to the crops.. 


The presumption is general that the 
somoAvhat xinfavorable outlook for the 
crops, together with the apprehension 
lest the gene ral railway strike be act- 
ually begun, explains in some measure 
some of the sluggishness of the securi- 
ties market. 
Shoidd the harvests prove 
to be as unsatisfactory as some of the 
experts fear, and should there come a 
general railway strike, security market 
conditions will be afTected for a time. 


James J. Hill used to speak with pride 
of wheat-growing conditions in the Da- 
kotas, for which he was in great meas- 
ure the inspiration.

would do much to make good impair- 
ment elsewhere. 


Northwestern Yield Small. 


Were Mr. Hill now living he would 
learn with some chagrin that the Da- 
kotas and the northwestern section of 
Minnesota are not to harvest average 
crops of wheat. 
The grain sustained se- 
vere damage in this section, where for 
some years record-making harvests Avere 
garnered. 
This was due entirely to the 
continued heat. 
The crops as a whole 
will be very uneven and probably of 
poor quality. 


Nevertheless there are some compen- 
sations. 
The indications now are that 
the wheat harvests of the world, at least 
of the northern hemisphere, are to be 
below the average. 
This will inevitably 
cause high prices for wheat, .so that 
while the farmers may not harvest as 
many bushels, they will in all probabil- 
ity receive more money for their wheat 
than they would have gained had a rec- 
ord harvest been garnered. 


There is another compensation to be 
considered, for, if the wheat crop is un- 
satisfactory, the forage crops, and espe- 
cially hay, are to be magnificent, espe- 
cially in the northwest.

TO REFORM FRONT 


King Emmanuel Receives 
Congratulations from All 
Parts of World. 


Rome, 
Thursday, 
Aug. 
10. — (Via 
Paris, Aug. 11.-5:25 a. in.)—The im- 
portance of the Italian siaccesses around 
Gorizia is bcoming more evident hourly. 
The battle is continuing behind the city 
over a front about twelve miles lon^. 
The Au.strians have retreated along the 
railroad in the direction of Dornberg, 
eight miles southeast 
of Gorizia and 
over the national 
highway 
to Schon 
pass, six miles to the east and are now 
attempting to reform their front on a 
line e.vtending from Vipacco to Tar- 
nova. Meanwhile the Austrians are at- 
tempting to take the ofTensive at Monte 
Kero, and various other points of tlic 
Italian front, but thus far have been 
unable to divert the Italians from their 
operations behind Gorizia. 


Italy is Rejoicing. 


Popular enthusiasm is at high pitch 
throughout Italy. 
Congratulations are 
pouring in from all parts of the world 
to King Victor Emmanuel and Gen. Ca- 
dorna. 
The king and the commander- 
in-chief have been .particularly pleased 
by messages from Italians in New York 
aiid other parts of the United States. 


The third army, under command or 
the Duke of Aosta. which is still bear- 
ing the brunt of the fighting, has won 
high praise as well as much .sympathy 


on account of its losses. 
The duke, bo 
fore the battle" began, called on his 
army to fight and win "in the name of 
your mothers, your wives, your sisters 
and your country." 


TELLS OF VICTORY. 


Battle for Possession of 
Gorizia 
Ex- 
ceedingly Furious. 


Paris, Aug. 11.—"Entering Gorizia by 
the Via Leone, the sight that met the 
eye is most striking," telegraphs the 
Petit Parisien's correspondent 
on

Isonzo front. "It was here that a furi- 
ous battle was fought for possession of 
the city. 
The houses are half destroyed 
by shells or riddled with bullets. 
The 
ground is strewn with bodies, uniform», 
helmets and rifles. 
The artillery duel 
continued above our heads and enemy 
aeroplanes whirled across tlie sky shot 
at by our gunners, while in the distance 
c(!uld be heard the furious clacking of 
machine guns.

.struggle one would not have known that 
a battle was in piogress near b,y.

tile Carso, one of the principal streets, 
a big cafe was open, filled with officers, 
soldiers and civilians, the Troops and 
citizens fraternizing freely in their joy 
over the Italian entry into the 
city. 
Our flags floated from the windows of 
all the houses."

lief to thousands of homeless people 
in the Cabin Creek valley which was 
swept by a flood Wednesday, causing a 
loss of more than sixty lives anl prop- 
erty damage reaching into the mil- 
lions. 
Progress was slow

bridges have been washed out and the 
roads are blocked by slides. 


Scores of men have been cleaning up 
bhe debris to prevent an epidemic and 
to open the roads through the valley 
so that supplies can be transported to 
stricken towns.

swept Cabin 
Creek valley, is the first eye witness 
to reach Huntington from the flooded 
district. According to his story at 8:30 
o'clock In the morning Cabin Creek 
started rising at the rate of eight feet 
an hour and continued until the creek 
reached from mountain to mountain. 
Houses floated down stream at the rate 
of one a minute.

Whole families rushed for the hillside, 
he said, but some never reached safety,

over 500 fishing boats are Idle. Sixteen 
canneries are practically shut down. 
Thousands of cannery hands are out of 
jobs. 


No wonder Uncle Sam is interested. 


There's going to be a lot of trouble if 
his sea sleuths don't solve the puzzle. 


On the whole, it seems mighty incon- 


siderate of Mr. Albicore. 


It has never been delinjtely decided 


just where the albicore comes from. 
Now that, he is gone entirely, the mys- 
tery is doubly perplexing. It is gener- 
ally 
supposed that, 
the 
spawning 


grounds are somewhere south of -here 
and that the fish come north after 
spawning to feed on sardines and squid 
off the California coast. 


Edward C. Johnson, naturalist and 


government 
ocean detective, 
is in 


charge of the investigation of the al- 
bicore mystery. He hag an able corps 
of assistants and the steamer Albatross 
at his disposal. 


The method these men pursue is to 


catch a number of albicore, place tags 
on them and then release them to roam 
the ocean as they ilke. Cannery oper- 
atives and fishermen are notified to in- 
form the bureau of fisheries when one 
of these tagged fish is caught. 
If the 


fish contains spawn a search will be 
made in the vicinity 
where it was 


caught in hopes of locating the spawn- 
ing grouad and thus locate the retreat 
of the albicore. 


"If the fish do not get farther away 


than Honolulu it is likely that we will 
hear about it when one, with a. tag is 
taken." said Naturalist Johnson. "If 
we can find out where the albicore 
comes from, the government can then 
take the necessary steps to protect the 
fish. 
We could also infortrf canners 


where the best banks are, providing in 


. our judgment it would not work on 


I injury to let canners fish on the spawn- 


ng grounds. If the fish spawn in wa- 
ers within 
the 
jurisdiction 
of the 


United States, protective legislation 
will be recommended by us if we deem 
t necessary-" 


The canning of albicore is still in its 


nfancy.having started in 1911. The 
market has reached stich proportions,! 
however, that a S2.onn.ooo pack can be 
disposed of before the coming of a new 
season. 


The department of commerce is anx- 


ious to promote this new business and 
establish it on a firm footing, which 
accounts for the presence of the Alba- 
tross and Naturalist Johnson in south- 
ern waters on their quest for Mr. Albi- 
core.

So it would seem that in the end 
the public would have to pay the bill, which is not, however, an un- 
usual result. 


While a strike is not'inevitable, we fail to see the need of it. 


Strikes are1 to be deplored and should be avoided. We also fail to fol- 
low Mr. Stone's reasoning when he says that "if there is arbitration 
of this eight-hour demand and every effort is made to appoint neu- 
trals entirely free from prejudice, it is but tossing pennies to decide 
the question.'" By submitting the questions involved to arbitration 
the employes'Ought to feel no fear. If the canse of the trainmen is 
just—and we have no reason to believe that it is not—there are no 
grounds for the assumption that both sides will not get a fair deal.

Many interesting figures are presented in the report of the in- 


dustrial census of the department of commerce at Washington on the 
condition of industry in Indiana. In 1914 the total wages paid wage 
earners in Indiana mounted to $119,258,000. 
This -was an increase in 


•wages as compared -with 1909 of $23,747,000, and of 1904 of $47,200, 
000. The number of wage earners in 1914 in the state was 197,503, ai 
increase as compared with 1909 of 10,519 and of 1904 of 43,329. Th 
value of manufactured products in 1914 was $730,795,000, an increas 
as compared with 1909 of $151,720,000 and of 1904 of $336,841,000. 
In 1914 there were only 8,022 different industries in the state as com- 
pared with 7,969 in 1909 and 7,044 in 1904. 


It was in the automobile business that the state attained its 


greatest growth. In 1904 there were only eleven industries estab- 
lished in this particular group and only 816 wage earners were em- 
ployed, but in 1914 the number of industries had increased to eighty- 
six and the number of wage earners to 7,219. The wages paid in 
1904 amounted to only $496,000, but in 1914 these figures had jumped 
to $5,027,000. The value of manufactured products in 1904 was onlj 
$1,639,000, but in 1914 it was $29,390,000. The report of the depart 
ment at Washington is an elaborate affair, giving in detail the iigurcs 
to show the growth and decline of the various industries. These sta 
tistics present an interesting study for the statisticians.

twenty peach seedlings and the Autumt 
peach was the only one that lived. 


"The lime is the Sylhet variety and 


grows wild in India. 
The skin of the 


fruit comes off freely, making it more 
desirable.'1

LESSON TEXT-II Cor. ». 
GOLDEN TEXT-In all thlnes I save 


you an example, that so labortne ye ought 
to help the weak, and to remember the 
words of the Lord Jrnua, that he hlrntelt 
said. It is more blessed to give than to 
receive.—Acts 10:35. 


Paul's letters to the church la 


Corinth are n divine commentary upon 
church government. 
A stricter ad- 


herence to the principles enunciated 
and a clearer Interpretation of those 
principles to the church of Jesus Christ 
would save us from many errors and 
heartaches. In this rich and populous 
nation the lessofr for consideration to- 
day Is most vital, for it concerns one 
o£ the fundamental principles which 
underly the progress of mankind as 
well as the kingdom of God. 


1. Cheerful Giving (TV. 1-7). One ot 


the dangers assailing the early Chris- 
tian church was that of division be- 
tween the Jewish and Gentile believ- 
ers. 
Ono party suggested that the 


Gentiles ought to have a closer union 
with the .Tews; on the other hand, cer- 
tain Gentiles could not see the necessi- 


I ty of the Jewish, ceremonial, and In 


I this Paul agreed with them, and there- 


I fore they refused to assume any un- 


necessary burden. 
The great feasts 


at Jerusalem were crowded with pll- 


| grlms, both Jews and Jewish Chris- 


tians. The pilgrims were often very : 
poor, and fatigue must have fostered 
diseases. Here then was a place 
where a work of ministry to the needy 
might be done with the money which 
had 
been 
systematically 
gathered 


through the weekly contributions of 
Christian believers. Note how skill- 
fully Paul appealed to these Corin- 
thians. He recognizes their forward- 
ness of mind and their zeal (TV. 1 and 
2, Am. R.). Most delicately doe« he 
compliment them upon their work, for, 
Bald he, "I glory In your behalf." 


He desired their collections to be a 


matter of bounty, and not of covetous 
ness or extortion. Paul's principle of 
giving Is that it shall be a matter of 
free and beneficent gifts, not a matter 
of covetous greed; not a quid pro quo. 
He says that they who sow sparingly 
shall reap sparingly. 


II. The Results of Giving (w. 8-15). 


The law of reaping according to the 
seed we sow and ot reaping In propor- 
tion to the quality and quantity of th* 
seed sown is also to be supplemented 
by the law of the necessity of sys- 
tematic giving (See I Cor. 16:2). One 
of the sweetest and most cheerful and 
inspiring promises of the Bible is 
found in verse 8 of this section, 


r"God is able." He is able to make all 
grace abound, and he does this "to 
the bountiful giver." 
Nothing more 


surely limits the measure of grace that 
we receive than our penurious, nig- 
gardly giving (Phil. 4:19 and context). 
This giving of grace is "in order that 
ye always having all sufficiency in all 
things may abound unto every good 
work." God's abundant grace Is be- 
stowed upon us that we may work for 
others, and live abounding, sufficient 


I lives in everything. How poor indeed 


our lives must appear when measured 
by the standard of this verse. Literal- 
ly this is "hilarious giving," God loves 
the full-souled, hilarious giver who 
gives time and money. Such giving Is 
like unto God's giving, who gave his 
only begotten son. If we sow as God 
iprovides, he will multiply the !»3ed for 


1 sowing and increase the fruits of our 


righteousness. 
If we do not sow, he 


will cease to supply. 


This liberality will work through 


to others and thanksgiving to God on 
the part of those who receive (v. 11, R 
,V.). Such giving abounds to his hono
